Easter Morn 





‘Long centuries ago, on a 
Sabbath morning, the mo- 
ther of Jesus, and other 
holy women who had fol- 
lowed Jesus and learned of 
him while he was _ living, 
came to the sepulcher very 
early, before the sun had 
yet risen, -bringing sweet 
spices, that they might 
anoint -the body which had 
been broken for them— 
and for all the world. 

Three days before, Jesus 
had nct only suffered upon 
the cross, but had there 
died --tbe Just for the un- 
just, the Sinless for the sin- 
ful. 

When the soldier in 
charge of the crucifixion 
had at last pronounced the 
body of Jesus lifeless, Jo- 
seph of Arimathaea (hav- 
ing first obtained permis- 
sion from Pontius Pilate) 
took the body* wrapped it 
in fine linen, and laid it in 
his own tomb, 

_ Now, while Jesus was still 
living he had_ said _ that, 
though they should take his 
life, he would rise from the 
dead again on the third 
day. Some of them who 
had caused Jesus to be put 
to death remembered this 
prophecy. -And supposing 
the disciples of Jesus to be 
as deceitful as themselves, 


they asked the Roman gov- 
ernor to have the big stone 
before the tomb sealed with 
his seal (the penalty for 
breaking the Roman seal 
being death) ; for they said 
that if the tomb was not 
protected, the body of Je- 
sus would be stolen away 
by the disciples, who would 
then emblazon it abroad 
that Christ had arisen from 
the dead. 


Now, on this morning 
long, long ago, the great 
problem that confronted 
these faithful women, bent 
on their errand of loge, was 
how they might t the 
stone rolled away if order 
to anoint the body @f Jesus 
with the spices’ they had 
brought. Their love 
prompted the offering, and 
they brought it, trusting the 
way to be opened before 
them — but _ they little 
realized how ® gloriously 
their faith was to be re- 
warded. 


Before the women arrived, 
an angel from heaven had 
come down and rolled away 
the stone. And_ too, the 
spirit had returned, bring- 
ing life to the lifeless body 
of our Lord, and an angel 
was at the tomb to acquaint 
the women with the good 
news.—Selected.

ANGELIC MINISTRY 

It is written in Scripture: 
“He shall give his angels charge 
concerning thee, and they shall 
bear thee up in their hands lest 
thou dash thy foot against a 
stone.” This is a_ veritable 
promise of God, and it would 
not be strange if there should 
be instances of its literal ful- 
fillment occurring here and 
there in the history of the 
Church. The story of Ruther- 
ford’s alleged rescue by a man 
in white from the well into 
which he had fallen as a little 
boy is well known. 

There are several such on 
record in the history of God’s 
saints, modern as well as an- 
cient. Praise God for them: 
they bring us comfort and make 
the Word very real: “Are they 
not all ministering spirits sent 
forth to minister to them who 
shall be heirs of salvation?” 

The following incident seems 
to be a literal fulfillment: A 
good minister was once sent to 
a wild and dangerous part of 
Australia on an errand of duty 

and mercy. He traveled up too 
poor to be in any great danger 
from bushrangers or robbers, 
but as he caine back he had to 
bring in his saddlebags a large 
sum of money, not his own, but 
belonging to the dying man he 
had been sent for to comfort. 
He knew that a dangerous rob- 
ber was aware that he was rid- 
ing along this lonely track thru 
the bush with all this money 
about him, and when he got to 
one part of the road he felt so 
frightened that he thought he 
was not trusting God as a Chris- 
tian should. He wanted a little 
quiet, so he got off his horse 
and stood by it, with his eyes 
shaded against it, prayed for 
faith and courage not be afraid

of bushranging robbers, and to 
be guarded against them. He 
prayed till he felt. calm enough 
to ride on, and then he mount- 
ed his horse, and reached the 
town in safety with the money 
which he had in charge.

His mouth is full of cursing 
and bitterness, his feet is swift 
to shed blood, and of course de- 
struction and misery surely 
must follow him, and the way 
of peace he does not know, for 
outside of Jesus Christ there is 
no peace, there is no fear of God 
in him. 

The natural man, or the man 
of sin, on the slightest provo- 
cation will go to war, or com- 
mit bloody assault, and even 
murder.
